EDITOR SUES 
LAMBERT 

Action Begun to Force 
Payment of Ads for 
Bond Election 

Court action to force payments 
of accounts with county newspa¬ 
pers for advertising carried dur¬ 
ing the Oct. 12, 1935, flood con¬ 
trol bond election, was started to¬ 
day, when J. S. Farquhar, editor 
and owner of the Huntington 
Beach News, started suit against 
County Auditor \ ’. T. Lambert 
and members of the board of su¬ 
pervisors. 

The suit of Mr. Farquhar, which 
is to ask a writ of mandamus 
forcing the auditor to issue a war¬ 
rant for the amount of the ad¬ 
vertising bill, approximately $128, 
is in the nature of a test ease 
for other newspapers throughout 
the county. Payment of approxi¬ 
mately $.1000 In advertising bills 
is eontingent on the result of this 
suit. 

Hoard Allowed Claim 

Mr. Farquhar contends that the 
board of supervisors, acting as the 
board of directors of the Orange 
County Flood Control district, au¬ 
thorized the insertion of 320 
inches of advertising at 40 cents 
an inch in the Huntington Beach 
News issues of Sept. 19 and 26 
and Oct. 3. 

His claim for payment, he said, 
was allowed by the board of su¬ 
pervisors on Sept. 24, 1935, hut 
Mr. Lambert refused to issue the 
war rants, after that time. Mr. 
Lambert, according to the Hunt¬ 
ington Beach editor, refused to 
make payment “until the courts 
forced him to." 

Lamliert Contention 

Mr Farquhar asks payment of 
his bill, either by Mr. Lambert, or 
by the members of the board of 
supervisors, whom he names indi¬ 
vidually in his complaint. 

Mr. Lambert has contended that 
the board of supervisors exceeded 
its authority in authorizing the in¬ 
sertion of the advertising.

SOLD UNDER 
HAMMER 


900-Acre Subdivision 
Goes to Bondholders 
On $24,291 Bid 

Santa Ana Gardens southwest 
of Santa Ana. went under the 
hammer yesterday afternoon on 
the courthouse steps. The prop¬ 
erty was sold to bondholders, 
through the bondholders protec¬ 
tive committee, on an aggregate 
bid of $24,291. 

Despite widely circulated ru¬ 
mors that a representative of the, 
California prison board would at¬ 
tempt. to bid in the tract as a 
site for the proposed state prison 
farm, no representatives of the 
board appeared. 

A total of 900 acres was in¬ 
cluded in the property sold at 
auction conducted by Attorney 
Stanley Reinhaus. representing the 
First National Bank in Santa Ana, 
trustee for the bondholders. 

W. F. Croddy, Santa Ana real¬ 
tor, will be the exclusive a^ent for 
further sales of the property. 

No Competition 

The bondholders committee, rep¬ 
resenting $199,500 of the $251,000 
outstanding bonds against the 
tract, bid in the entire property, 
without competition, except for 
two small lots sold to their con¬ 
tract purchaser, H. P. White, on 
a bid of $30. L. E. Tripp, Los 
Angeles attorney, represented the 
bondholders. 

The purchasers assume out¬ 
standing bonds and delinquent in- I 
terest, taxes and other liens, 
amounting to $341,138.20. Ap¬ 
proximately four-fifths of this sum 
is owed to themselves. 

Water Stoc k Sold 

The 18 parcels of the tract were 
sold in blocks, the first six par¬ 
cels, not being subject to con¬ 
tract, bringing a bid of $23,000. 
Single parcels were then sold in 
order, on bids ranging from $1 
to $100, most of which were for 
$5 per parcel. 

A parcel of 977 shares of the 
Santa Ana Gardens Mutual Water 
stock sold for $1000; 80 shares 
of the Southwestern Mutual Water 
company stock sold for $100; legal 
title to five shares of the first 
mentioned water company for $5, 
and legal title to 14 shares of j 
the latter company for $10.

New Use for 
Citrus Juice 


They can talk all they want 
to about Popeye eating spin¬ 
ach to make muscles of Iron. 
Science hits gone* him one bet¬ 
ter and now is showing the 
world how to use orange juice 
to temper steel. 

The Associated Press today 
reported news from Fresno that 
a substance hits lw»en developed 
from oranges and lemons which 
can be* used effectively for this 
purpose. 

\V. E. Baier, research expert 
for the California Fruit Grow¬ 
ers exchange, told the farm 
chemurgic* council that the sub¬ 
stance had been used experi¬ 
mentally for quenching or cool¬ 
ing steel. This Is part of the 
tempering process. 

The new product is called 
crude pec tale pulp. It has been 
used in place of water and oil 
where a quicker agent than oil 
was needed and it was neces¬ 
sary to avoid the danger of 
cracking common to the water 
quench. 

The* development is important 
to citrus growers as a means 
of using cull fruit, and has 
Ih‘oii worked out in an attempt 
te> find very large industrial 
outlets for this fruit. Mr. Baier 
said certain steel companies are 
using it on a test basis.

Orange County Fund Is 
Part of Plan Urged By 
Water Department 

A possible “trail out of the des¬ 
ert" was sighted today for the Or¬ 
ange county flood control and 
water conservation program. The 
project, figuratively left in the 
middle of a desert by defeat of a 
proposed bond issue last December, 
took on new signs of life today 
when the senate commerce com¬ 
mittee considered a flood control 
bill containing $13,000,000 for 
Santa Ana river basin projects. 

The Santa Ana river fund is 
part of a $305,000,000 flood con¬ 
trol bill recommended to the com¬ 
mittee by the war department, ac¬ 
cording to the Associated Press. 

Propose Reservoir* 

Army engineers said the major 
works proposed for the Santa Ana 
river consist of large reservoirs in 
or immediately above the lower 
Santa Ana canyon, and in Brea, 
Fullerton, Carbon and Santiago 
canyons. 

The dam on the Santa Ana 
river, proposed at the last election, 
would have been located at the up¬ 
per Prado site, just outside Orange 
county. This location would cor¬ 
respond to the engineers’ designa¬ 
tion of a spot immediately above 
the lower Santa Ana canyon. 

Dam Site In Doubt 

Whether this site is meant or 
whether the Jurupa site farther up 
in Riverside county is contem¬ 
plated was not explained by the 
army engineers at Washington. 
The Jurupa site, however, is not 
immediately above the lower Santa 
Ana canyon. 

Supervisor W. C. Jerome re¬ 
called today that the army en- 
j gineers became interested in the 
i Santa Ana river project after the 
' last rivers and harbors congress, 
and that they have mentioned tne 
project as second in importance in 
California only to the Central Val¬ 
ley program. Army engineers, Mr. 
Jerome said, arc thoroughly sold 
on the value of doing something 
here. 

Hearing* Predicted 

If the bill progresses to that 
stage, undoubtedly hearings will 
be held at Washington, at which 
local representatives could be 
heard to urge use of the Prado 
site in case some other is being 
considered, Mr. Jerome explained. 

The measure recommended to 
the committee would authorize 
an expenditure of $12,455,000 on 
the Santa Ana river project, in¬ 
dicating that no local bond issue 
would be required to carry out 
the program. 

The measure provides for debris 
dams above the canyon mouths, 
spreading works on the debris 
cones for tributary streams as well 
as the river proper. Conduits for 
diversion of the water which now 
goes to waste would be construct¬ 
ed, and channels of the river and 
its tributaries would be improved, 
the dispatch said.

Orange county Democrats today 
were recoiling from the shock of 
a declaration on an opinion by 
1 Attorney General U. S. Webb that 
rules party central committees out 
of existence except during a pres¬ 
idential campaign. The Webb 
opinion was dropped like a bomb 
last night at a meeting of promi¬ 
nent Democrats at the headquar¬ 
ters of the Young Democrats club, 
216 West Third street. 

The "bomb dropper” was Dr. 
C. E. Brinkmeyer, representative 
of the California Assembly of 
Democrats. 

Another "bomb" from which 
echoes were heard today, was con¬ 
tained in a news dispatch from 
Los Angeles, which said Upton 
Sinclair, founder of the Epic 
movement, had renewed a feud 
with Hamilton Cotton, Democratic 
regular, by saying more than 
$16,000 was spent in buying prox¬ 
ies to place the Cotton group in 
control of a recent Democratic 
state central committee meeting. 
Cotton has replied that the 
charges were libel and slander. 

News Interpreted 

Commenting on the central 
committee situation today, Judge 
J. G. Mitchell, chairman of the 
Democratic central committee, 
said he interpreted the startling 
news as meaning that a party 
central committee can function le¬ 
gally only between the August 
primary and thj November gen¬ 
eral election. Atty. Gen. Webb’s 
opinion, as presented by Dr. 
Brinkmeyer, means that at all 
other times a central committee 
has no legal standing or exist¬ 
ence. Judge Mitchell said. 


Judge Mitchell took issue with 
I Dr. Brinkmeyer last night by rc- 
| calling that several times during j 
the last six months the central 1 
j committee has been asked by the I 
administration at Washington for 
recommendations on postmaster¬ 
ship appointments. Under the 
Webb ruling as reported here, the 
central committee would have no 
legal standing during tnis period, i 
Dr. Brinkmeyer’s reply was that j 
conditions differ in different states 
and that perhaps the administra- , 
tion was not aware of the situation 
here.

LOS ANGELES, March 27. (£>)— 
The California Walnut Growers 
Association announced today in¬ 
dustrial use of ground walnut 
shells has been developed to the 
extent that the Industry expects to 
lose nothing of the walnut harvest 
except the crack and crunch. 

The development marks a final 
step In the elimination of waste in 
commercial shelling operations. 
Nearly three years ago, with 
mounting accumulation of shells 
resulting lrom the rapid expansion 
of its shelling activities, the asso¬ 
ciation began intensive research 
work on shell utilization. 

Its engineers and chemists first 
attacked the problem of grinding, 
grading and freeing the product 
from oils and waste. 

Ground Into Flour 
With the installation of a grind¬ 
ing plant in Los Angeles, the as¬ 
sociation now cleans and grinds 
walnut shells into various sizes 
ranging from coarse 12-mesh ma¬ 
terial to fine talc-like 325 mesh 
flour—flour fine enough to go 
through a vacuum cleaner bag 
Walnut shells are an extremely 
hard substance and when broken 
down form eight sided crystals. It 
was necessary to develop special 
grinding burrs which use a sand¬ 
papering method of grinding. 

Some 15 commercial uses have 
been found for ground walnut 
shells the most important of which 
are in hard and soft rubber com- j 
pounds, asphaltum linoleums, roof¬ 
ing paper, filler in dynamite and 
abrasive mechanic’s soap. 

Other incidental uses may in- [ 
elude gold and silver buffing 
rouge, tooth and face powders, fur 
cleaners and for polishing various 
products in revolving drums. 

Use With Rubber 
The particular interest of indus- j 
try is centered at present in the 
use of 325 mesh flour as an aggre¬ 
gate in hard rubber products such 
as battery boxes, and in the syn- j 
thetic resinold compounds or plas¬ 
tics from which are moulded such | 
articles as doorknobs, ash trays, j 
toilet cases, auto accessories, etc. j 
Residues from shell cleaning and 
from operations in the associa¬ 
tion's two large shelling plants are 
utilized by a commercial oil mill 
for the extraction of walnut oil, 
valuable in the compounding of 
paints and of potential use in cos¬ 
metics. 

The cake remaining after press¬ 
ing is sold for livestock feeding. 
As has been the custom for years, 
a certain volume of shell is also i 
burned to make a high grade com- j 
mercial charcoal. 


The water committee of the 
farm bureau docs not want the 
proposed state prison farm lo¬ 
cated anywhere in Orange county 
or on the Santa Ana river. The 
committee will recommend to the 
board of directors of the farm bu¬ 
reau that a protest be sent to the 
state against location of the peni¬ 
tentiary farm here. The state now 
has an option on a site between 
Ealrview and Costa Mesa. 

Action to this effect was taken 
yesterday afternoon at a meeting 
of the committee in the farm bu¬ 
reau hall. The committee took its 
stand on the basis of water use, 
W'hioh would be expected to be 
heavy at a prison farm with 5000 
inmates. The committee opposed 
the idea of locating the prison any¬ 
where (hat would affect the sup¬ 
ply of water to Orange county. 
This would mean anywhere on the 
Santa Ana river. 

The group also will recommend 
to the directors that a committee 
be named to work with the county 
water district and Farm Advisor 
Harold Wahlberg in arranging a 
meeting in May to consider under¬ 
ground water laws of this state. 
This subject has been under dis¬ 
cussion with a view to possible 
changes in state laws. The meet¬ 
ing in May will be arranged, pro¬ 
vided later developments make it 
seem advisable. 


The Orange County Citrus 
Growers association today moved 
toward a settlement of the grow¬ 
ing fruit juice problem, following 
a meeting held yesterday at which 
a six-point program for the en¬ 
suing year was adopted. 

Ur. L. C. Deming also was ap¬ 
pointed to present the position of 
the association, that grower mem¬ 
bers of the California Fruit Grow¬ 
ers Exchange are entitled to cer¬ 
tain special rights to the exchange 

The six-point program in rela¬ 
tion to the Juice industry was: 
That a minimum grade be estab¬ 
lished for juice fiu,t; that only 
such by-products be made from 
fruit below the juice fruit grade 
as will not compete with the juice 
fruit grade; that the exchange at¬ 
tempt to cooperate with the mar¬ 
keting organizations to establish 
a minimum price on Juice fruit 
grades; that money received from 
the sale of juice fruit grad.es shall 
be credited to the district ex¬ 
change in which the fruit origi¬ 
nates: that all Valencia districts 
stand on their own and ship pro¬ 
rata from the beginning of the 
Valencia shipping season until the 
end of the whole Valencia season, 
and that all by-product plants 
shall pay at least the minimum 
price for all juice fruit.

TIA JUANA. Baja Calif., Mex 
March 27. UP)— Hotel Agua Cali- 
ente, playground of movie stars, 
was held by Mexican customs offi¬ 
cials today as guarantee for the 
payment of 716,000 pesos allegedly 
due in taxes on Imported liquors 

Baron Long, president of the 
Agua Caliente company which 
owns the border resort, expressed 
no concern when informed of the 
seizure at Los Angeles.

A presidential ban against 
gambling caused the resort and 
nearby race track, owned by a 
separate company, to close last 
summer. The track was taken 
over later by the Mexican gov¬ 
ernment for alleged unpaid wage 
claims and offered for sale. 

"There can be little difficulty in 
straightening out the matter," said 
Long, “because the liquor the 
Mexican officials claimed was im¬ 
ported was bought from a Mexi¬ 
can government warehouse and 
also was stored ‘r. a Mexican gov¬ 
ernment warehouse by our com¬ 
pany."

Here’s ‘Inside’ of Story About Santa Ana Being 
‘Blown Off Map’ by Desert W ind 30 Y ears Ago

According to Ellis Parker But¬ 
ler, the express agent stoutly 
maintained that “pigs is pigs,” re¬ 
gardless of the voluminous corre¬ 
spondence of a controversial na¬ 
ture between the executive offi¬ 
cers of the company and the har¬ 
assed agent. By the same token 
there are those who steadfastly 
adhere to the conclusion that 
"winds is winds. ’ whether they be 
denominated “Santa Ana,” "san- 
tana" or "desert" winds. 

It is all well enough for cham¬ 
bers of commerce and other enter¬ 
prising civic bodies to stick a new 
label on our useless and objection¬ 
able visitation, nut to the old tim¬ 
ers who grew up in the era of 
board sidewalks, gas street-lamps, 
tamale carts, medicine shows, liv¬ 
ery stable aroma and sawdust sa¬ 
loons. they always were, are now 
and probably always will be "San¬ 
ta Ana" winds. 

Thirty years ago Santa Ana ex¬ 
perienced a real Santa Ana wind 
one that has never since been du¬ 
plicated. A story was written 
about that wind- a story that was 
telegraphed from the Pacific to 
the Atlantic and from the Cana¬ 
dian border to t/ie Gulf of Mexico. 
How that story originated, why 
and by whom is known only to two 
living people. The “inside" is here 
told for the fir3t time. 

Comes Operator Black 
There was a newspaper pub¬ 
lished in Santa Ana which we shall 
call the Daily Tidings, although 
It was known by quite another 
name—but what’c in a name ? This i 
paper suddenly 'eaped out of the 
small-town classification and in- \ 
stalled a nationally known press i 
association service. The press ! 
service furnished a first class j 
newspaper telegrapher, fresh from 
the San Francisco district. We will J 
refer to him as Operator Black !

The editorial office of the 
Daily Tidings was invaded by an 
Irate committee; Injective* were 
hurled from floor to ceiling and 
from wall to wall. A search of 
the press operator’s crib result¬ 
ed in the discovery and seizure 
of the fantastic “news" item. 

1 he owner of The Tidings made 
a praiseworthy and valiant ef¬ 
fort to appease the wholesome 
wrath of the belligerent com¬ 
mittee, but with abortive results. 
Two demands were made, pre¬ 
liminary to further drastic action 
by the outraged callers: First, full 
and complete retraction of the 
wild yarn. The publisher hastened 
to comply with both demands. He 
filed with the Western Union a 
lengthy telegram addressed to the 
executive offices of the press as¬ 
sociation, explaining that the 
story sent out by their operator 
was ficticious, unauthorized and 
wholly unwarranted.

Fray Juan CYespi, chronicler 
of the expedition, wrote that on 
July 23, 1769, the Portola party 
"came to a very pleasant, green 
valley, full of willows, alders, 
live oaks and other trees not 
known to us. It has a large 
arroyo which, at the point where 
we crossed it, carried a good 
stream of fresn and good water 
which, after tunning a little 
way, formed in pools in some 
large patches cf titles. We halt¬ 
ed there, calling it the Valley of 
Santa Maria Magdalena." 

Juan Bautista de Anza. who 
led a cavalcade of settlers to 
Monterey from Mexico, camped 
at the Mission Vieja spot on 
Jan. 8, 1776. At that time, how¬ 
ever, he was on his way from 
San Gabriel to San Diego to 
lend aid to Governor Rivera dur¬ 
ing an Indian uprising. 


The expedition of Don Gaspar 
de Portola through Orange 
county has left it a heritage 
of history and landmarks. The 
Portola party came up from 
Mexico on its uay to Monterey. 
Among the tpets in Orange 
county where the famous ex¬ 
pedition camped is one now 
known as Mission Vieja 
The spot known as Mission 
Vieja is located a few miles in¬ 
land from San Juan Capistrano 
and is visible from Ortega high¬ 
way, which links San Juan Cap¬ 
istrano with Elsinore. Ortega 
highway is named for Juan Cit- 
tega, famous scout of the Porto¬ 
la expedition. Corrals are now 
visible to the left of the high¬ 
way, at a spot generally sup¬ 
posed to be near the place called 
Mission Vieja. 


MOSCOW, March 27. <JP) —A 
concentration of Japanese and 
Manchoukuoan forces on the Far 
Eastern frontier was reported by 
Soviet press advices today after 
new fighting on the Russo-Man- 
choukuoan border spread to the 
boundary of Outer Mongolia. 

The new series of incidents, 
which broke out Wednesday, after 
a period of comparative calm, saw 
cannon and airplanes swung into 
play in the activities on the border 
between the Japanese-advised 
state of Manchoukuo and the 
Soviet-influenced Outer Mongolia. 

Soviet advices said Japanese- 
Manchoukuoan forces were forced 
to retire after attempting to cap¬ 
ture a Mongol frontier post yes¬ 
terday, but they were concentrat¬ 
ing near the Norin Lake sector of 
the frontier, apparently deter¬ 
mined to renew their efforts. 

The renewed fighting carpe just 
when negotiations between Mon¬ 
golia and Manchoukuo for appoint¬ 
ment of a mixed commission to 
settle boundary disputes were be¬ 
lieved to be making progress. So¬ 
viet advices said a Japanese at¬ 
tack on a Russian border post near 
Khundjun, southwest of Vladivo¬ 
stok, started it.

El Toro Camp Plans to 
Celebrate; Work of 
Corps Reviewed 

Civilian Conservation Corps 
camps throughout th“ United 
States on March 31 will celebrate 
the third anniversary of the move¬ 
ment which resulted in their es¬ 
tablishment throughout the coun¬ 
try The El Toro CCC Veteran 
camp, established June 7. 1935 
will enter into the nation-wide 
celebration. 

Just about a year ago. 12 men 
arrived at the scene of the camp 
which is located near the little 
town of El Toro. They were as¬ 
sisted by three skilled workmen 
and were under the supervision of 
Capt. William M Thomas, camp 
commander, and the project su¬ 
perintendent, Walter W. Bauer By- 
Aug. 30, construction work was 
completed, and the membership at 
the ramp had increased to 100. 

Much Work Done 

During the three months of con¬ 
struction work at the camp, many 
of the enrolees were busily occu¬ 
pied with other recessary work 
Two miles of telephone lines were 
put in. a road was built, eight 
dams controlling five acres of pre¬ 
viously badly-eroded land were 
built, 8000 lineal feet of diversion 
ditches were surveyed, dug and 
planted to erosion-resisting vege¬ 
tation. During this period the men 
were called upon to fight fires, 
anil spent 75 man-days combating 
blazes 

Finally, the camp was estab¬ 
lished and the men set out for the 
real work planned. As a result 
of their efforts, 14 different par¬ 
cels of land with areas of 40 acres 
each, including highly productive 
citrus orchards, have seen the ef¬ 
fects of the son erosion control 
work. 

One of the methods used to fur¬ 
ther reduce the danger of soil 
erosion, is what is known as con¬ 
tour cultivation. The heads of

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Mercury So Hot 
It Melts Zinc, 
Experiment Shows | 

PASADENA, March 27 <JPi 
; Using a thermocouple, a tiny in¬ 
strument weighing far less than 
1 a drop of water, Drs Edison 
Pettit and Seth B. Nicholson have 
found mercury’s temperature aver¬ 
ages 621 degrees Fahrenheit 

"That's just about the melting 
point of zinc," said Dr. Pettit, 
in discussing a ’•eport of their ] 
work in the Astrophysical Jour¬ 
nal. 

The thermocouple, used with the 
100-inch telescope at the Carnegie 
Institution's Mount Wilson observ¬ 
atory, was placed in a vacuum 
with a window of rock salt, 
through which mercury’s light 
was admitted. He said rock salt 
was used because other transpar¬ 
ent materials, such as glass, ab¬ 
sorb heat. The observations were 
made in daytime.

It is useful, he added, only on 
hearts which slow down because of 
choking up of the coronary arter¬ 
ies. It has been successful in re¬ 
viving dogs from five to seven 
minutes after hearts had entered 
the fluttering stage.

The first warm sunny days al-1 
ways bring with them an acute 
attack of spring fever. Though it 
may be too soon to think of leg- 1 
horn hats and organdy dresses, | 
the urge for something ‘‘different” 
is upon us. 

A most inviting change in the 
daily meals with which to herald ( 
the approach of spring is the addi¬ 
tion of crisp, fresh looking salads. 
The various shades of green found 
in the salad ingredients reflect the 
mood <5f the season. The markets 
are heaped to profusion with piles 
of dark green watercress, deli¬ 
cately colored Romaine lettuce and 
multi-colored chicory. Mustard 
greens, endive and lettuce are 
abundant, and tomatoes, spring 
onions, radishes and cucumbers 
have made their appearance. 

With this wealth of material be¬ 
fore us it is an easy matter to 
prepare interesting meals. Here 
are some suggestions for salads 
suitable for luncheon, buffet sup¬ 
pers or guest meals: 

Filled C’hee**e King 

This is made by adding to one 
pint of sour lemon gelatine (just 
as it begins to harden) 1 cup of 
whipped cream and 1 jar Roque¬ 
fort cheese spread. Mix them to¬ 
gether well and pour into a ring 
mold, rinsed in water. When it’s 
firm turn out on a chop plate and 
fill the center with fresh cooked 
peas, finely diced celery or cab¬ 
bage and a few walnut meats 
marinated in French dressing. 
Around the outside of the ring 
place alternate slices of pineapple, 
orange and grapefruit sections 
and garnish with watercress. 

Chicken King de Luxe 

To a pint of well seasoned hot 
boulion or meat stock add a table¬ 
spoonful of gelatine which has 
been soaked in 2 tablespoons of 
cold water. To this add cup 
each of diced cooked carrots, 
string beans and peas and chill 
in a ring mold. Turn out on a 
large platter and fill the center 
with chicken salad. This is made 
by adding equal quantities of 
diced apple and celery to diced 
chicken meat, marinate in French 
dressing and sprinkle sliced al¬ 
monds over the top.

Future of the O.A.R.P. 

C AN THE far-flung Townsend organization withstand 
the simultaneous impact of a bitter wrangle among 
its leaders and a hostile congressional investigation?

I N A SATIRICAL way, college boys are organizing as 
Veterans of Future Wars and demanding a $1,000 
bonus in advance. The girls are joining in as the Gold 
Star Mothers of Future War Veterans. 

The movement, of course, is supposed to be an ironic 
dig at congress and the veterans. As a joke, it shows con¬ 
temptible taste. But a serious thought underlies the whole 
business. The college boys and girls probably have read 
the recent report of Veteran Administrator Hines that up 
to last September, American soldiers of the Great War 
have cost the United States treasury since the armistice 
fnore than nine billion dollars, with the bonus yet to come. 

And probably they have heard that some 10 or 15 
bills are pending in congress to put all the veterans, their 
widows and descendants on pensions after the bonus is 
gone. 

These college boys and girls — most of them were 
about five years old when the big war ended — are con¬ 
cerned, perhaps, over the fact that upon them will fall the 
burden of paying for all this.
